[| le un September 1952 the North Korean army ‘communications school attached to 
the general headquarters was et YD-545585, near Ipsongeni (125-56, 39-01) 
(YD=5422), The school was directed by a senior colonel, Eleven instructors 
taught apporximately 150 students. Middle~school boys and girls from 16 
to 20 years of age were enrolled upon recomuendation of the village people's 
committess or middle schools. The students fared better during their 
training than do North Korean army soldiers, Some 150 students were treined 
during each six-month term. The first term oegan in August 1950 and ended 
on 20 March 1951. The fifth class began on 21 September 1952 with 100 boys 
end 49 girls. Subjects taught were telephone operation, radio transmitting, 
receiving and maintenance, encoding, decoding, politics and military training. 
After completing the course, trainees were assigned to front-line North 
Korean army units as sergeants. Backward students were sent to rear units 
or organizations under the Ministry of Comnunications.
